COISTSTITUTIOIN" 

OP  THE 

CDIFEiiilTE  mm  OF  AHEll 


We,  the  people  of  the  [Confederate  States,  each  State  sitting  in  its 
sovereign  and  independolot  character,  in  order  to  form  a  permanent 
Federal  Government,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  tranquillity, 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity — 
invokinpj  the  favor  and  guidaace  of  Almighty  God — do  ordain  and 
establish  this  Constitution  for  the  Confederate  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  1. 

Section  1.  All  Legislative  powers  herein  dckgated  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  Confederate  S.tatcs,  which  sbaii  consist  of  a  Seuatif 
and  HouiC  of  Repre-sentudves. 

Stec.  2. — 1,  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  coinpo8Cd  of 
members  chosen  every  second  ye  ir  by  the  people  of  the  several  States,; 
and  the  electors  in  €ach  State  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Confederate  States, 
and  have  the  qualitications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous 
branch  of  the  State  Legislature;  but  no  person  of  foreign  birth,  not  a 
citizen  of  the  Coutederate  States,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  any  officer, 
civil  or  political,  State  ot  Federal. 

2.  No  person  shnll  be  a  Representative,  vrho  shall  not  have- attained 
the  age  of  twenty  five  years,  and  be  a  citizens  oi"  the  Confederate  States, 
and  wlio  shall  not,  when  elected,  be, an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which 
he  shall  be  chosen. 

8.  Representatives  and  Direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States,  whioh  may  be  include<l  within  this  Confederacy,  accord- 
ing to  their  respwctive  numbers,  which  siiall  be  determined,  by  adding 
to  the  whole  number  of  tVee  persons,  including  those  bound  to  service 
for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all 
slaves.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  ye»rs  after 
th€  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  within 
every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall,  by 
la'\,  diiect.  The  number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for 
evei-y  iiiiy  thpusimd,  bat  each  Scate;.shuil  have  at  least  one  Representa- 
tive ;  and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made  the  State  uf  South 
Carolina  .shuU  be  entitled  to  choose' si x—the  State  of  Georgia  ten-— the 
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State  of  Alabama  nine — the  State  of  Florida  two — the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi seven — the  State  of  Louisiana  sis,  and  the  State  of  Texas  six. 

4.  When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  State,  the 
Executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  eleciion  to  fill  such  va- 
cancies. 

5.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker  and 
other  oflBcers ;  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment ;  except 
that  any  judicial  or  other  federal  officer  resident  and  acting  solely 
within  the  limits  of  any  State,  may  be  impeached  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  thereof. 

Skc.  3. — 1.  The  Senate  of  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  composed 

of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  for  six  years  by  the  Legislature 

thereof,  at  the  regular  session  next  immediately  preceding  the  com- 

'  mencement  of  the  term  of  service ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  vote. 

2.  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled,  in  consequence  of  the 
first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three 
classes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at 
the  expiration  of  the  second  year ;  and  of  the  second  class  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
sixth  year ;  so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year  ;  and  if 
vacancies  happen  by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Legislature  of  any  State,  the  executive  thereof  may  make  temporary 
appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then 
fill  such  vacancies. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age 
of  thirty  years,  and  be  a  citizen  of  the  Confederate  States;  and  who 
shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  for  which  he  shall 
be  chosen. 

4.  The  Vice-President  of  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  President 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  President 
pro  tempore  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President,  or  when  he  shall  ex- 
ercise the  office  of  President  of  the  Confederate  States.  A 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be*on  oath  or  affirmation. 
When  the  President  of  tlie  Confederate  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice shall  preside ;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

7.  Judgment  in  cases  ot  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than 
to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office 
of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  the  Confederate  States ;  but  the  party 
convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial, 
judgment,  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

Skc.  4. — 1.  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for 
Senators  and  Representatives  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the 
Legislature  thereof,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution ;  but 
the  Congress  may,  at  any  time,  by  law,  make  or  alter  suclr  regulations, 
except  as  to  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  Senators. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year;  and  such, 
meeting  shall  bo  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unlos.-i  they  .shall,  by 
law,  appoint  a  different  day. 


Skc.  5. — 1.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  eloctions,  returns, 
and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each- 
House  may  provide. 

2.  Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish 
its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  pumber,  expel  a  member. 

3.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal   of  its   proceedings,  and  from  • 
time  to  time   publieh  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as   may  in  their 
judgment  require  secrecy,  and  the   ayes  and  nays  of  the  members  of 
either  House,  on  any  question,  sball>  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those 
j)rcsent,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

4.  Neither  House,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the 
consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any 
other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sec.  6. — 1.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a  com- 
pensation for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  Confederate  State?.  Tl^cysh;ill,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  tlic  peace,  he  privileged  from  arrest  dur- 
ing their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  same  ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in 
either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questionr-d  in  any  other  place. 

2.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he 
was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  oflBce  under  the  authority  of  the 
Confederate  States,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments 
whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time  ;  and  no  person 
holding  any  office  under  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  a  member  of 
either  House  during  his  continuance  in  office.  But  Congress  may,  by 
law,  grant  to  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  Executive  Departments 
a  seat  upon  the  floor  of  either  House,  with  the  privilege  of  discussing 
any  measures  appertaining  to  his  depaitment. 

Sec.  1. — 1.  All  bills  for  raising  the  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with 
amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

2.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  shall,  before  it 
becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States ; 
if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his 
objections  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall 
enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journals,  and  proceed  to  recon- 
sider it.  H,  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  that  House  shall 
agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together-  with  the  objections,  to 
the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  ap- 
proved by  two-thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all 
such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  ayes  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal  of  each  House  respectively.  l(  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  preBeuted  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress,  by  their  adjouru- 
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nient.,  prevent  its  return ;  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a,  law.  The 
President  maV  approve  uuy  appropriation  and  disapprove  any  qther  ap- 
prrpr  auon  in  the  same  bill.  In  auch  case  he  shall,,  in  signing  the  bill, 
designate  the  appropi'iationa  disapproved  ;  and  shall  return  a  copy  of 
such  appropriations,  with  his  objections,  to  the  riou.se  in  \\4iich  the  bill 
shall  have  oiiginated,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  then  be  had  as  \n 
case  of  other  bills  disapproved  by  the  Pre.'^ident. 

3.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  \vhic1:i  the  concurrence  of  botU 
Houses  may  be  necessary,  (exbepton  a  question  of  rifljourDraenl)  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Prkident  of  the  Confederate  States;  and  before  th© 
same  shall  take  effect,  ■shall  be  approved  by  him  ;  or  being  disapproved 
by  him,  shall  be  re-passed  by  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  according  to  the 
rules  and  limitations  prescribed' in  case  of  a  bill. 

Sec,  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  power — 
,1.  To  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts,  and  excises,  for  revenue 
necessary  to  pay  the  debts,  provide  for  {'an  common  defence,  and  carry 
on  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States,  but  no  bpuuti.es  shall  be 
granted  I rom  the  u-ea;3ury ;  nor  shall  any  duties  or  taxes  on  importa 
lions  from  foreign  nations  be  laid  to  promote  or  foster  any  biancii^ of 
industry ;  and  all  duties,  imposts,  and  excises  shall  be  uuiform  through- 
out the  Confederate  States. 

2.  To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Confederate  States. 

8.  To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  a^■nong  the  several 
States,'  and  with  the  Indian  tribes;  but  neither  this  nor  any  other  clause 
contained  in  the  constitution,  shall  ever  be  Construed  to  delegate  the 
power  to  Congress  to  appropriate  money  for  any  internal  improvement 
intended  to  facilitate  commerce;  except  for  the  })urpose  of  furnishing 
lights,  beacons,  and  buoys,  and  other  aids  to  navigation  upon.the  coasts, 
and  the  improvement  of  harbors  and  the  removing  of  obstcuctions  in 
river  navigation,  in  all  which  cases,- such  duties  shall  be  laid  ort  the  navi- 
gation facilitated  thereby,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  pay  the  costs  and  ex- 
penses thereof. 

4.  To  establish  uniform  laws  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on 
the  subject  of  bankruptqies,  throughout  the  Confederate  States,  but  no 
law  of  Congress  shall  discharge  any  debt  contracted'  bdfore  the  passage 
of  the  same. 

5.  Tocfiin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof  and  of  foreign  Coin,  and 
fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  raeiisures. 

6.  To  provide  for  the  -punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and 
current  coin  of  the  Confederate  States. 

7.  To  establish  post-offices  and  po-^t  routes;  but  the  oxpenses  of  the 
Post-office  Dtparrmcnt,  after  the  first  d:iy  of  Mnruh  in  tli'e  year  of  our 
Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  .sixty  tiufje,  shall  be  paid  out  of  its  own 
revenue. 

8.  To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  ]>y  securing 
for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  e.xclaiuve  right  to  their 
respective  writings  and  discoveries. 

9.  To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Couii. 

10.  To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high 
Boa-s,  and  ofifeacts  against  the  law  of  natioua.

LI.  To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make 
rules  cqncerniug  capture  on  land  and  water. 

12.  To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  tp 
that  use  shall  he  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years. 

13.  To  provide  ami  iviaiutain  a  navy. 

14.  To  make  rules  for  gov^nment  and  the  regulation  of  the  land  and 
naval  forces. 

15.  To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the 
Confederate  Siates,  supprei^s  insurrections  and  repel  invasions. 

Jtj.  To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia, 
and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service 
of  the  Confederate  States;  reserving  to  the  States,  respectively,  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  othcers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  ae- 
cordiug  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress. 

17.  To  exercise  exclusive  Jiegjslalion,  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over 
such  distriot  (not  exceeding  teanailes  .square,)  as  may  by  cession  of  one 
or  mor^  States,  and .  the  acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the  seat  of 
Government  of  ;the  Confederate  States;  and  to  exercise  like  autbority 
over  all  the  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  in  which  the  snme  shall.- be,  for  the  erection  of  Ibrls,  magazines, 
arsenals,  dockyards;,  and  other  needful  buildings. 

.  18.  To  make  all  laws  which  shall  bo  necessary  and  proper  for  carry- 
ing into  execution  tlie  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vested  by 
this  Constitution  in  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  in  any 
department  or,  ofiQcer  tjiereof..  - 

8kc.  9. — 1.  Th^  importation  of  negroes  of  the  African  rac^e,  from 
any  foreign  country,  other  than  the  slaveholding  States  or  Territories  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  is  hereby  forbidden  ;  and  Congress  ia 
required  to  pass  such,  laws  ofi  shall  elfectually  prevent  the  same. 

2.  Congress  shsll  also  have  poAver  to  prohibit  the  IntrodiictioD  of 
slaves  from^ny  State  not  a  member  of,  or  Territory  not  belonging  to, 
this  Confederacy. 

3.  The  pnviledge  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when,  in  castas  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety 
may  require  it.  . 

4.  Mo  bill  of  attainder,  or  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  denying  or  im- 
pairing the  right  of  property  in  negro  slaves  shall  be  passed. 

5.  No  cijpitation  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid  unless  in  proportion 
to  the  census  or  enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

6.  No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  State, 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Houses. 

1.  No  preference  shall  be  given  Ijy  any  regulation  of  commerce  or 
revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another. 

8.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  con-sequence 
of  appropriations  made  by  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of 
the  receipts  and  c.xivenditures  of  all  the  public    money  shall    be  pub- 

.  ILshed  from  time  to  time. 

9.  Congress  shall  appropriate  no  money  from  the  treasury  except  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Houses,  taken  by  ayes  and  nays,  unless  it 
be  aiiked  and  eslimattd  for  by  sorae  one  of  the  heads  of  the  Department, 
and  submitted  to  Congress  by  the  President ;  or  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
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ing  its  own  expenses  and  contingencies,  or  for  the -payment  of  claims 
against  the  Confederate  States,  the  justice  of  which  shall  have  been 
judicially  declared  by  a  tribunal  for  he  investigation  of  claims  against 
the  Government,  which  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  Congress  to  es- 
tablish, , 

10.  AH  bills  appropriating  money  shall  specify  in  federal  currency 
the  exact  amount  of  each  appropriation  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is 
made;  and  Congress  shall  grant  no  extra  compensation  to  any  public 
contractor,  officer,  agent,  or  servant,  after  such  contract  shall  have  been 
made  or  such  service  rendered. 

11.  No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  Confederate  States; 
and  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  them,  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present,  emoluments, 
office  or  title,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign  State. 

12;  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  relig- 
ion, or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom 
of  speech,  or  of  the  press ;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  as- 
semble and  petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

13.  A  well  regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free 
State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not  be  in- 
fringed. 

14.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner 
to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

15.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  effects  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not 
be  violated ;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause,  sup- 
ported by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the  place  to 
be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

16.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  otherwise  infa- 
mous crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  ex- 
cept in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when 
in  actual  service,  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger ;  nor  shall  any  person 
be  subject  for  the  same  offence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or 
limb;  nor  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal  case,  to  be  a  witness  against 
himself;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  pro- 
cess of  law ;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use,  without 
just  compensation. 

17.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a 
speedy  and  publio  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the'  State  and  district 
wherein  the  crime  shall  h.ave  been  committed,  which  district  shall  have 
been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and 
cause  of  the  accusation  ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witness  against  him  ; 
to  have  compulsory  process  lor  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor;  and  to 
have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 

18.  Insults  at  common  law  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall  ex- 
ceed twenty  dollars,  the  right  ot  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved;  and 
no  fact  so  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any  court 
of  the  Confederacy,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

19.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imj)o.sed, 
nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 
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20.  Every  law  or  resolution  having  the  force  of  law,  shall  relate  to 
but  one  pubject,  and  that  shiill  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Sec.  10. — 1.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  er  con- 
federation ;  gr:int  letters  of  marque  and  '•cnrisal  ;  coin  money  ;  make 
anything  but  ffold  and  silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass 
any  bill  of  attainder;  or  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obli- 
gation of  contracts  ;  or  guant  any  title  of  nobility. 

2.  No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any  im- 
posts or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws;  and  the  net  produce  of  all 
duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or  export^;,  shall  be  for 
the  use  of  the  treasury  of  the  Confederate  States  ;  and  all  such  laws 
shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  control  of  Congres3. 

3.  No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  of 
tonnage,  except  on  sea  going  vessels,  for  the  improvement  of  its  rivers 
and  harbors  navigated  by  the  said  vessels ;  but  such  duties  shall  not 
conflict  with  any  treaties  of  the  Confederate  States  with  foreign  nations; 
and  any  surplus  revenue,  thus  derived,  shall,  after  making  such  improve- 
ments, be  paid  into  the  common  treasury;  nor  shall  any  State  keep 
troops  or  ships  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or 
compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war, 
unless  actually  invaded;  or  in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit 
of  delay.  But  when  any  river  divides  or  flows  tlnrough  two  or  more 
States,  they  may  enter  into  compacts  with  each  other  to  improve  the 
navigation  thereof. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1. — 1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of 
the  Confederate  States  of  America.  He  and  the  Vice  President  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  six  years  ;  but  the  President  shall  not 
be  re-eligible.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  as 
follows : 

2.  Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manaer  as  the  Legislature  there- 
of may  direct,  a  number  of  electors  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives  to  which  the  State  may'be  entitled  in  the  Con- 
gress; but  no  Senator  or  Representative,  or  person  holding  an  office  of 
trust  or  profit  under  the  Confederate  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  elec- 
tor. 

3.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States  and  vote  by  bal- 
lot for  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not 
be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves  ;  they  shall  name  in 
iheir  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots 
the  person  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  they  shall  make  distinct 
lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  PresidoMit,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for 
as  Vice  President,  and  of  the  nunaber  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists 
they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit,  sealed,  to  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment of  the  Confederate  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate ; 
the  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall 
then  be  counted  ;  the  person  having  the   greatest  number  of  votes  for 


President  shall  be  the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  'majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  electors  appointed  ;  and  if  ao  person  have  such  ma- 
jority, then,  from  the  persons  liavihg  the-  highest  numbers,  not  exceed- 
ing three,  on  the  list  of  tho.se  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of 
Representatives  .-^hall  choose  immediately,  by  bahot,  the  President.  But 
in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States — the  Rep- 
resentation from  each  State  having  one  vote.  A  quorum  for  this  pur- 
pose shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  fiora  two-thirds  of  the 
States,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President, 
whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolwe  upon  them,  before  the  fourth 
day  of  March  next  following,  then  the  Vice-President  shall  act  as  Presi- 
dent, as  in  case  of  the  death,  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the 
President, 

4.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice-President, 
shall  be  the  Vice-President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then, 

rom  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  thus. 
Vice-President.  A  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  t\vo-third« 
of  the  whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

5.  But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of  President 
shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice-President  of   the  Coafedcrate  States. 

6.  The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors, 
and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes  ;  which  day  shall  be 
the  same  throughout  the  Confederate  States. 

7.  No  person  except  a  natural  born  citizen  of  the  Confederate  States, 
or  a  citizen  thereof  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  or  a 
citizen  thereof  born  in  the  United  States  prior  to  the  20tii  of  Decem- 
ber, 1860,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofliue  of  President ;  neither  shall  any 
person  be  eligible  to  that  office  wiio  .shall  not  have  attained  the  age 
of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  limits 
of  the  Confederate  States,  as  they  may  exist  at  the  time  o(    his  election. 

8.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  bis 
death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice-President;  and  the  Con- 
gress may,  by  law,  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resignation, 
or  inability,  both  oi  the  President  and  Vice-President,  declaring^  what 
officer  shall  then  act  as  President;  and  such  officer  shall  act  accoi-^- 
ingly,  until  the  disability  be  rem(j\'ed  or  a  Presid>-nt  shall  be  elected. 

9.  The  Presiderit  shall,  at  stated  timesj  receive  for  his  services  a  com- 
pensation which  shall  neither  be  increased  noi*  diminished  durmg  the 
period  lor  which  he  shall  have  been  elected;  and  he  shall  not  receive 
within  that  period  any  other  emolument  from  the  Qonfederate  States,  or 
any  of  them. 

10.  Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation  : 

*'  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  laithfully  execute'  the 
office  of  President  of  the  Confederate  States  of  Ameiica,  and  will,  to 
the  best  of  my  abilitv,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  'the  Constitution 
thereof." 


Sec.  2. — 1.  The  President  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army 
and  navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several 
States,  w}ien  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  Confederate  States;  he 
may  requiie  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  tlie  principal  officer  in  each  of 
the  executive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and 
pardons  for  offences  against  the  Confederacy,  except  iu  cases  of  im- 
peachment. 

2.  He  sh air  have  power,  by  and  with  tho  advice  and  consent  of  tho 
Senate,  to  make  treaties  ;  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present 
concur  ;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  l>y  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  «hall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and 
consuls,  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  aJl  other  officers  of  the  Con- 
federate Slates  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided 
for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law.  But  the  Congress  may,  by 
law,  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers,  as  they  think  proper, 
in  the  President  alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  ot  depart- 
ments. 

8.  The  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments,  and  all 
persons  connected  with  the  diplomatie  service,  may  be  removed  from 
office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  President.  All  other  civil  officers  of  the 
executive  departments  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  President, 
or  other  appointing  power,  when  their  services  are  unnecessary,  or  for 
dishonesty,  incapacity,  inefficTency,  miseonduct,  or  neglect  of  duty; 
and  when  so  removed,  the  removal  shall  be  reported  to  the  Senate,  to- 
gether with  the  reasons  therefor. 

4.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  hap- 
pen during  the  rece?s  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session  ;  but  no  person  rejected  by 
the  Senate  shall  be  re-appointed  to  the  same  office  during  their  ensuing 
recess.  • 

Sec.  S. — 1.  The  President  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Con- 
gress information  of  tho  state  of  the  Confederacy,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expe- 
dient; he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  Houses,  or 
either  of  them  ;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect 
to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he 
shall  ihink  proper;  he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  minis- 
ters; he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shajl 
commissi(jn  all  the  ofHcors  of  the  Confederate  States. 

Sec.  4. — 1.  The  President,  Vice-President,  and  all  civil  officers  of 
the  Confederate  States,  shall  be  repioved  from  office  on  impeachment 
lor,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bHbery,  or  other  high  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanors, 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1. — 1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Confederate  States  shall  be 
vested  in  one  Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Con- 
gress mav,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish.  The  judges,  both 
of  the     ' 


behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compen- 
sation which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 
Sec.  2. — 1.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  arising  under 
this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  treaties  made, 
or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  am- 
bassadors, other  public  ministers  and  consuls  ;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction  ;  to  controversies  between  two  or  more  States ; 
between  a  State  and  citizen  of  another  State,  where  the  State  is  plain- 
tiff; between  citizens  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  States  ; 
and  between  a  State  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  citizens 
or  subjects ;  but  no  State  shall  be  sued  by  a  citizen  or  subject  of  any 
foreign  State. 

2.  In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  con- 
suls, and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supreme  Court 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other  eases  before  mentioned, 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  both  as  to  law  and 
fact,  with  such  exceptions  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

3.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be 
by  jury,  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  crime 
shall  have  been  committed  ;  but  when  not  committed  within  any  State, 
the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by  law 
have  directed. 

Sec.  8. — 1.  Treason  against  the  Confederate  States  shall  consist  only  ia 
levying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them 
aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  Siimc  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in 
open  court.    ■ 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  trea- 
son, but  no  attamder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or  for- 
feiture, except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainte^. 

ARTICLE  lY. 

Section  1. — 1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to 
the  public  acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  State. 
And  the  Congress  may,  by  general  laws,  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
such  acts,  records,  and  proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and  the  effect 
thereof. 

■  &KC.  2. — 1.  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States,  and  shall 
have  the  right  of  transit  and  sojourn  in  any  State  ot  the  Confederacy, 
with  their  slaves  and  other  property ;  and  the  right  of  property  in  said 
slaves  shall  not  be  thereby  be  impaired. 

2.  A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other  crime 
against  the  laws  of  such  State,  who  shall  flee. from  justice,  and  be  found 
in  another  State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Executive  authority  of  the 
State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up  to  be  removed  to  the  State 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

3.  No  slave  or  other  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  any  State  or 
Territory  of  the  Confederate  States,  under  the  laws  thereof,  cscapiHg  or 
lawfully  carried  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regu- 
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iation  therein,  be  discharged  from  vsuch  service  or  labor,  but  shall  be 
'delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  slave  belongs,  or  to 
whom  such  service  or  labor  may  be  due.  ^ 

Sec.  3. — 1.  Other  States  may  be  admitted  into  this  Confederacy  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  House  of  Representatives,  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senate,  the  Senate  voting  by  States ;  but  no  new  State 
shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  State  ; 
nor  any  State  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or'^arts 
of  States,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  con- 
cerned as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful 
rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  property  of  the  Confederate  States,  >* 
including  the  lands  thereof. 

3.  The  Confederate  States  may  acquire  new  territory  ;  and  Congress 
shall  have  power  to  legislate  and  provide  governments  for  the  inhabi- 
tants of  all  territory  belonging  to  the  Confederate  States,  lying  without 
the  limits  of  the  Several  States ;  and  may  permit  them,  at  such  timep, 
and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  by  law  provide,  to  form  States  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  Confederacy.  In  all  ?nch  territory,  the  institution  of 
negro  slavery  as  it  now  exists  in  the  Confederate  States,  shall  be  recog- 
nized and  protected  by  Congress,  and  by  the  territorial  government ;  and 
the  inhabitants  of  the  several  Confederjite  States  and  Territories,  shall 
have  the  right  to  take  to  such  territory  any  slaves,  lawfully  held  by 
them,  in  any  of  the  States  or  Territories  of  the  Confederate  States. 

4.  The  Confederate  States  shall  guaranty  to  every  State  that  now  is,  or 
hereafter  may  become,  a  member  of  this  Confederacy,  a  republican 
form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion  ; 
and  on  application  of  the  Legislature  (or  of  the  Executive  when  the 
Legislature  is  Bot  in  session)  against  domestic  violence. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1. — 1.  Upon  the  demand  of  any  three  States  legally  assem- 
bled in  their  several  conventions,  the  Congress  shall  summon  a  conven- 
tion of  all  the  States,  to  take  into  cousideratiou  such  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  as  the  said  States  all  concur  in  suggesting  at  the  time 
when  the  said  demand  is  made  ;  and  should  any  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  be  agreed  on  by  the  said  convention — voting 
by  States — and  the  same  be  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  two-thirds 
of  the  several  States,  or  by  conventions  in  two-thirds  thereof — as  the 
one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  general 
convention — they  shall  thenceforward  form  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 
But  no  State  shall,  without  its  consent,  be  deprived  of  its  equal  repre- 
sentation in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Skction  1. — I.  The  Government  established  by  this  Constitution  is 
the  successor  of  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  Cojifederate  States 
of  America,  and  all  the  laws  passed  by  the  latter  shall  continue  in  force 
until   the  same  shall   be  repealed  or  modified ;  and   all  the   officers 
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*  ftltpoiuLod  bytUe  san.e  shall  remain  iu  ofiiec   until  tlidr  successors  ar 
appointed  and  qualilied,  or  thei>fficps  abolished.  ^  ■"  . 

iW  All  debts  contracted  and  ^^agementg"  entered  into  before  th© 
ad^ion  of  tln'^^  ro'c'iiuiion,  shaM  b>.'  ns  vnlid  against  the  Oonfederato 
Stut^  liu'dor  iki8  OuiK-t.iLulrtoii  as  uudcr  the  Provisioiml  "Govemmeiit. 

3.  Tills  Oonsiitution,  and  the  lawi<  of  tl)e  Cunfoderate  Slates,  inftde  in 

pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  cr  whicli  shiiii  be  made  under 

tlielWitliority  of  the  Confederate  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the 

land;  and  the  judges  in  every  State  sjiall  be.  bound  thereby,  anything  in 

the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

-.4.  The  Senators  and  Kepresentatives  before  mentioned  and  the  nw?ra- 

^  bers  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial 

*     officers,  both  of  the  Coufeucrate  States  and  of  the  several  States,  shall 

be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  thi^  constitution ;  but  no 

religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as.m   qualilication  to  any  office  ot 

j)ublic  trust  under  the  Confederate  Suites.        . 

5.  The  enumeration,  in  the  constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall  not  ♦ 
be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  «ther3  retained  by  the  people  of  the 
several  States.  ./; 

6.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  Confederate  States  by  the  consti- 
tution, nor  prohibited -by  it  to  the.  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States,  re- 
spectively, or  to  the  people  thereof.  '^ 

'     '      .  ARTICLE  VIL 

■Sectios  1. — 1.  The  rntiScationof  the  convontions  of  five  Sta'tes  shall 
be  sutficient  for 'the  establishniontbf  this  ConstituLlon  between  the  States 
bO  ratifying  tfie  same,  / 

2.  When  five  States  shall  have  ratified  this  Conetitutioa  in  the  man- 
ner before  specified,  the  Congiess^  under  the  Provisional  Constitution, 
shall  prescribe  the  time  for  holding  the  election  of  President  and  Vice- 
President;  and  for  the  meeting  of  the  Electoral  College;  and  lor 
counting  the  votes,  and  inauguratini.^  tlie  President.  .  They  shall,  also, 
prescribe  the  time  for  holding  the  fifst  election  of  members  of  Con- 
gress under  this  Constituiion,  and  the  time  for  assembling  the  same.  Until 
the  assembling  of  Such  Congress;  the  Congress  under  the  Provisional 
Constitution  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  legislative  powers  granted 
them  :  not  extendirtg  bewnd  the 'time  limited  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
Provisional  Governmerft.
